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Grand Jury returns indictments for escapee, 19 others

The Estill County Grand Jury 
returned indictments for 20 people 
last week including one for Daniel 
Patterson charging him with first 
degree robbery. 

The grand jury charges that 
Patterson, 34, of Hope Estates, 
robbed the Cash Express on 


Richmond Road with a metal pipe. 
Patterson stole $2,919.56. First 
degree robbery is a Class B felony. 

Patterson was also recently 
charged with second degree escape 
for escaping custody while being 
transported from Clark County 
Detention Center for an EPO hear¬ 
ing in Estill County. 

Patterson allegedly picked the 
lock to his handcuffs, kicked off his 
shoes and fled toward Richmond in 


a stolen Dodge pick-up truck earlier 
this month. 

He was arrested days later in Knox 
County outside the home of his par¬ 
ents Phyllis and Daniel Patterson, 
Sr. The case has been waived to the 
grand jury. 

Clara Donahue, 69, of Walton 
Road, is charged with first degree 
wanton endangerment. According 
to the indictment, Donahue fired 
a gun 20-feet above an 11-year-old 


boy. First degree wanton endanger¬ 
ment is a Class D felony. 

Gregory Morris, 44, of Pea Ridge 
Road, is charged with six counts 
including first degree cruelty to ani¬ 
mals. The indictment states Morris 
was in possession of 70 Klonopin, 
marijuana and six hydrocodone pills 
when police searched his home. 
Police also found a scale and rolling 
papers. 

Police were initially alerted because 


an anonymous caller reported there 
was dog fighting and potentially a 
dead dog at Morris home. Police 
found several bloody and injured Pit 
Bulls and a dead chicken. 

Morris is charged with third 
degree possession of a controlled 
substance, second degree possession 
of a controlled substance,

BUDDY ROSS HAS 
BEEN CARING FOR 
BEES ‘ALL HIS LIFE’

Most folks don’t spend a lot of time 
thinking about how important the work 
of honeybees is to the food chain. 

But George “Buddy” Ross knows this 
well. 

“I’ve been taking care of bees all my 
life, ever since I was a kid,” he said. 

Buddy and his wife, Brenda, live on 
a scenic ridge at the top of Drip Rock 
Mountain near the Estill/Jackson County 
line. He bought the farm from his father 
who was a beekeeper too. 

Across the road from the house, six 
hives of bees busy themselves in the apple 
orchard. They work and live in sets of 
stacked brood boxes painted white. 

The trees overhead are laden with 
ripening fruit now, thanks in part to the 
bees. When the apple trees bloom, “the 
bees pollinate the trees,” Buddy explains. 

Not only do the bees benefit the trees, 
but “the bees work best in the shade.” 

No matter how hot it gets, when it comes 
time to “work” the bees, Buddy dresses t 
in a “bee bonnet” and white jumpsuit, 
protective gear that keeps him from 
getting stung when he opens the hive. 
Occasionally a bee will work its way 
under his suit and sting him anyway. 

When Buddy slowly lifts the lid to 
the top box on the hive and turns it over, 
the bottom of the lid is covered in cling¬ 
ing bees. None of them attack. 

“These are pretty good here,” Buddy

An Irvine man has been arrested for 
manufacturing meth after several callers 
reported meth use and manufacturing to 
police. 

Irvine Division of Police Chief Brad 
Smith arrested Brian Jones, 41, of Church 
Street, last week after he received an 
anonymous call that Jones and another 
man were smoking meth at the resi¬ 
dence. 

Smith, along with IDP Officer Michael 
Gross, was given permission by Jones to 
search his home. 

Smith said there was a “strong, pungent 
odor,” in the basement of the home. 

Smith and Gross searched the base¬ 
ment and, according to the uniform cita-

Irvine City Council approves readvertising for old city hall building

The Irvine City Council agreed to 
re-advertise the old city hall building 
on Broadway at its meeting Monday 
night. 

City Clerk Robin Sewell told coun¬ 
cil members she had just received 
word the former bidder had decided 
he was no longer interested in the 
property. 

The building had previously been 
bid on and won by a local man who 
planned to open a Carquest in Irvine. 


He told Councilman Billy Arthur he 
was forced to open the business in a 
different location because it was tak¬ 
ing too long to close on the building. 
He had previously said he may still be 
interested in the property and at the 
beginning of the month Irvine Mayor 
Ernest Farmer told him he would give 
him two more weeks to decide. 

The council had discussed at its 
July meeting what would be done if 
the bidder was no longer interested in 
the property. 

Councilman Tim Burkhart suggest¬ 
ed trying different methods of adver¬ 


tising the property than had been 
used before. 

“Putting a sign in the window is just 
not going to get it,” Burkhart said. 

The council agreed to begin meet¬ 
ing with local real estate agents and 
ask if they would be interested in try¬ 
ing to sell the property. 

Councilman Tobo Bryant stressed 
the importance of placing a time limit 
on the advertising. He said if the prop¬ 
erty doesn’t sell before the first of the 
year, the council should look into the 
cost of demolition and using the site 
for another purpose. 


“I think we’re putting off the inevi¬ 
table,” he said. “I can’t see anybody 
buying it.” 

Farmer said a January cut-off for 
advertising would be “more than 
enough time,” to see if it sells and if 
not, look into other options. 

Farmer told the council he would 
begin setting up meetings with local 
real estate agents to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of one of them advertising and 
trying to sell the property. 

In other business: 

•The council voted not to change 
the City of Irvine property tax rate. 


•Farmer told the council the lights 
on the Irvine Bridge would be back 
on this week. 

•Farmer told Councilwoman Janice 
Bush he would talk to officials at the 
health department about an alleged 
rat infestation in town. 

•Irvine Division of Police Chief 
Brad Smith provided the council with 
a July activities report for the depart¬ 
ment and a record of ordinances being 
worked on. 

•The council approved a privilege 
license for Dustin Stevenson to open a 
photography studio on Main Street.

said, “but if they get after you, just take 
off. 

“The key to working with bees is to 
move real gentle.” 

He explains that sudden movements 
will stir up the bees and provoke an attack. 

“Sometimes when you open them up, 
they’ll come pouring out,” he said. 

The aggressiveness of a hive often 
depends on the personality of the queen 
bee. 

“Some are mean, some are good,” 

Buddy said. 

Most of his hives are good. 

The worker bees are named so because 
they stay busy feeding the queen. They 
also work tirelessly to keep the hive cool 
in summer and warm in winter. 

While a queen bee can live five or six 
years, worker bees only live about six 
weeks in summer and six months in win¬ 
ter. In summer, they literally work them¬ 
selves to an early death. Drones, whose 
main purpose is to mate with the queen, 
usually live about four months. 

“There were just a handful of bees in 
here when I started this hive,” Buddy 
said. “I ordered a queen and put her in 
there. The workers gathered right around, 
because she’s the queen, you see.” 

Buddy said the queen lays as many 
as 1,800 eggs a month. When the hive 
becomes too crowded, some of the bees 
will leave, or swarm, as they look for 
another home. 

“You have to give them plenty of room. 
Like people, if you put them too close 
together, they’ll fly the coop.” 

Whenever Buddy starts a new hive, he 
feeds the bees sugar water until they get 
established. 

“You back off when they get started, 
and let them feed themselves.” 

The worker bees are constantly in and 
out of the hive to feed on flower nectar, 
and in the process spread pollen from 
bloom to bloom, thus pollinating the fruit 
trees. It’s estimated that one-fourth of 
the pollination of all fruit produced in the 
United States is completed this way. 

Buddy says he’s willing to come and get 
a swarm if anyone ever hears one. 

“If a swarm goes over, get a wash pan or 
something and beat on it. The bees’ coor¬ 
dination fails and they’ll settle.” 


They typically look for a hollow tree to 
house their hive. 

“If the bees settle on a limb, you climb 
up and tie a rope on the limb. You cut the 
limb and let it down easy. You put a sheet 
down and set a gum, or brood box, down 
on top of that. Shake em off the limb and 
they’ll go right in the box.” 

Blue moths can be a problem if they 
infest a bee hive. 

Ross says his job as a kid was to fish the 
“millers,” or moths, out of his dad’s hives 
every morning. 

“I’d take an elder branch, split it and 
stick it back in the hive. The grubs would 
get in the pith. I’d fish them out every 
morning. That was my job.” 

He says the hives can be chemically 
treated to kill the moths, but he knows of 
someone who did and killed 25 of their 
40 hives. 

Mites can infest the hives too. 

“If your bees are out crawling around in 
the grass that means you have a diseased 
hive.” 

Queen bees aren’t cheap if you have to 
buy them, Buddy says. “They are twenty¬ 
something dollars now, and three pounds 
of bees and a queen cost seventy-some 
dollars.” 

Whenever Buddy “robs” the hives, he 
pulls the trays, or frames, out of the brood 
boxes, and opens the top of the honey 
up by raking through the waxy layer of 
comb that caps if off. The frames are then 
placed in an extractor, which slings the 
honey out by centrifugal force. 

Buddy says the bees seem to be tamer 
when the owner spends more time 


around them. 

“Some people talk to them,” he laughs. 

Buddy mows the grass right next to his 
hives, but the bees don’t attack. 

“They think that a bigger bee is a goin 
around,” he said. 

The bees work all spring, summer and 
fall creating enough honey to get them 
through the winter. Their brood boxes 
become very heavy as they fill up. 

“One time I had a bull that turned one 
of the hives over.” 

Buddy said he and his son “liked to 
have never got that thing set back up. I’ll 
bet it weighed 200 pounds.” 

He typically extracts the honey in July 
because, “Honey runs better in summer. It 
gets stiff in the fall.” 

This summer’s extremely hot and dry 
weather has forced him to hold off on 
“robbing” the bees because production is 
down. 

“It takes 60 pounds of honey to take the 
hive through the winter. You can’t rob too 
much, or they’ll starve to death,” Buddy 
said. 

Buddy will be 82 in November. He 
was born in Owensboro, when his father 
worked in the oil fields there. When 
he was a baby, his family moved to the 
Brushy Mountain area, then finally to 
Drip Rock. 

“Dad taught me to work. If it’s pretty 
outside, I’ve got to be out doing some¬ 
thing,” he said. 

Bees require a lot of time and attention, 
but Buddy says, “I just like to fool with 
them. Without bees we’d be a hurtin!”

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Estill County sees rise in 
percentage of college graduates 


Estill County has experienced a brain gain in 
the last 40 years, joining the rest of the country in 
what has been a massive increase in the number 
of adults who have earned college degrees. 

In 1970, 2.9 percent of those over 25 years 
of age had college degrees in Estill County. By 
2010, 6.6 percent of adults here had completed 
college. 

The percentage of adults with college degrees 
in Estill County was less than the national aver¬ 
age of 27.9 percent in 2010. The college-educated 
rate here was less than the Kentucky average of 
20.3 percent. 

The number of adults in the United States with 
college degrees has nearly tripled since 1970, 
when only 10.7 percent of adults had graduated 
from college. But the percentage of adults with 
degrees in rural counties, such as Estill County, 
while increasing, has generally fallen behind 
the proportion of college-educated residents in 
urban counties. 


The loss of young, well-educated residents 
has posed a long-standing difficulty for rural 
communities. 

a One of the problems that rural areas face is 
that in order to get a college education, young 
people often have to leave,” says Judith Stallmann, 
an economist at the University of Missouri. 
“Once you leave, that introduces you to other 
opportunities that you might not have seen had 
you not left.” 

The good news for rural America is that it has 
caught up in every other measure of education. 

In 1970,7.8 percent of adults in rural counties 
had some education after high school, but less 
than a college degree. By 2010, 27.4 percent of 
rural adults had attained some post high school 
education without earning a college diploma. 
That level of education was close to the national 
average of 28.1 percent. 

In Estill County, 4.3 percent of adults had 
some college in 1970, rising to 18.5 percent in 


2010. The Kentucky average in 2010 was 26.2 
percent. Estill County had 6,964 adults (those 
over 25 years of age) in 1970 and 10,244 adults 
in 2010. 

Overall, Stallmann says, the trends show that 
“rural people have responded to the demand 
for increased job skills by increasing their post 
secondary education.” 

Only 33.0 percent of the adult population in 
Estill County had failed to graduate from high 
school in 2010. Nationally 15 percent of adults 
had not completed high school; in Kentucky, the 
rate was 19.0 percent. 

But the problem of keeping college graduates 
in rural America is a national issue and one that 
is also enduring. 

Stallmann said this is a reflection of the kinds 
of jobs that are generally available in rural com¬ 
munities. If there are fewer jobs demanding col¬ 
lege degrees in a community, there are likely to 
be fewer college graduates. 

There can be a “self-reinforcing cycle” in 
rural communities, Stallmann said — young 
people leave to gain higher education, they don’t 
come back after college because there aren’t jobs 
that demand such education, and their absence 
diminishes the chances that more of these kinds 


of jobs will be created. 

Nationally, rural counties and counties with 
small cities have caught up with urban counties 
in the percentage of adults who have some post 
high school education. Stallmann sees this as a 
sign that “there are perhaps more jobs in rural 
areas that require post secondary education but 
not college.” 

Both Stallmann and Partridge said the data 
on college education rates told them that rural 
communities should consider the kind of jobs 
being created locally. 

“It really suggests that rural communities that 
aren’t thinking about making themselves attrac¬ 
tive to educated people are really going to suffer,” 
Partridge said.

first degree cruelty to animals, possession of 
marijuana, possession of drug paraphernalia 
and second degree cruelty to animals. 

Tim Bishop, 19, of Noland Court, and 
Eddie Sizemore, 19, of Walnut Grove, are each 
charged with five counts. 

According to the indictment, Bishop and 
Sizemore stole items valued at $800 from the 
home of Ida Murphy and had a juvenile stand 
watch and later sell the stolen items. 

They are charged with second degree bur¬ 
glary, a Class C felony; receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty under $10,000, a Class D felony, and two 
counts of third degree unlawful transaction 
with a minor, a Class A misdemeanor. 

Sherry Hoover, 50, Leighton Road, Walter 
Murphy, 37, of Leighton Road, and Robbie 
Shannon Young, 29, of Leighton Road, are 
each charged with cultivation of marijuana, 
five plants or more.

Gary Lee Rogers, 50, of Kings Mountain, is 
charged with operating a motor vehicle under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs, driving with 
a DUI suspended license and leaving the 
scene of an accident. 

Justin Shearer, 24, of Old Fox Road, is 
charged with theft by unlawful taking for using 
a credit card belonging to Utility Partners of 
American for $2,668. 

Jason Newton, 25, of Church House Hill, 
is charged with manufacturing methamphet- 
amine, first offense, for having in his posses¬ 
sion supplies needed to produce meth.

Back and Abshear are each charged with 
first degree robbery for entering the home of 
Sheila Begley armed with a gun. The men stole 
$1,100 in cash, medication and credit cards 
from Begley’s purse. 

Puckett is charged with first degree complic¬ 
ity to robbery for transporting the men after 
the robbery. 

Ralden Mansfield, 33, of Stacy Lane, is 
charged with first degree robbery, public intoxi¬ 
cation and three count of fourth degree assault. 
According to the indictment, Mansfield kicked 
in Danny Parson’s door armed with a .357 
Smith & Wesson pistol. He demanded Parson 
pay him money he owed Mansfield’s father. 
Mansfield picked up a 40-inch television with 
the intention to steal it, but dropped it. 

In the process of the robbery, he caused 
physical injury to Parsons, Kathy Parsons and 
a juvenile in the home. 

Jaqueline Renee Murphy, 46, of Cedar Grove, 
and Dana Hoover, 61, of Sugar Hollow Road, 
are charged with first degree possession of a 
controlled substance and buying or possessing 
drug paraphernalia. 

Frankie Scott Young, 43, of Leighton Road, 
and Lester Reed, of Gordon Road (no birthday 
provided), are charged in connection with 
a burglary at the home of Doug and Lisa 
Pinion.

tion, found items that could be used to 
make meth. 

The officers found a small handbag in the 
back half of the basement. 

Inside the bag was a plastic bottle with a 
flexible hose running from the cap. There 
was a white, grainy substance in the bottom 
of the bottle. 

Smith also reported finding plastic bags, a 
glass bottle, more hoses, a cutting tool, liquid 
fire and several other items used in the one- 
step lab process of manufacturing meth. 

Another man was arrested on Church 
Street when police discovered he had illegal 
prescription drugs in his possession. 


Police were questioning Timothy Neal, 
42, of Church Street, about the meth use 
and manufacturing at the home down the 
street from where he was. 

According to the uniform citation, Neal 
was smoking during the questioning and 
held his cigarette pack in his hand. Neal 
turned his pack of cigarettes over revealing 
to police a small, round green pill in the clear 
plastic on the pack. 

Neal told police it was an oxycodone tablet 
and the cigarette pack belonged to him. 

Jones was arrested and is charged with 
manufacturing methamphetamine, first 
offense. 

Neal was arrested and charged with first 
degree possession of a controlled substance, 
first offense.

American women shine in 
London Olympic games 


The 2012 Summer Olympic Games have 
come to a close, and what an exciting two weeks 
it was as Team USA handily won the overall 
medal count, as well as capturing the most gold 
medals. 

But how about those USA women who 
brought home 29 gold medals? Only two other 

countries, 
includ¬ 
ing male 
and female 
competitors, 
claimed as 
many— 
China with 
38, and Great 
Britain with 
29. 

US women 
won more 
gold med¬ 
als than US 
men, who 
captured 17, 

and more overall medals, 58 to 45. 

That’s a greater overall medal count than any 
other country besides China, Russia and Great 
Britain, again, including those won by both 
male and female participants. 

Appropriately enough, these successes come 
during the summer that marks 40 years since 
the passage of Title IX, a law that banned sex 
discrimination in schools, thus requiring equal 
funding for girl’s sports programs. 

I remember a lot of talk about Title IX in the 
news when I was a young girl, although I didn’t 
understand what all the fuss was about. 

What a difference 40 years makes. Today’s 
young girls have the opportunity to play just 
about any sport they want to from toddlerhood. 
Many won’t ever be aware that a few short 
decades ago the choices were: cheerleading for 
girls, basketball and football for boys. At least, 
that’s how it was at my elementary school. 

American women have certainly taken 
advantage of new opportunities. 

Our women dominated in basketball, win¬ 
ning gold for the fifth straight Olympics. 

Serena Williams crushed her opponent to win 


gold, dominating another world-class tennis 
champion so completely that it was almost pain¬ 
ful to watch. 

My favorite sport of the Olympics is probably 
beach volleyball. Our family likes to play volley¬ 
ball, and our girls grew up watching Misty May- 
Treanor and Kerri Walsh, who just won gold in 
their third Olympics. I don’t think I’ve ever seen 
anyone work together any better as a team. 

Who will ever forget the grace and poise of 
Gabby Douglas, the first black gymnast to win 
gold as best all-around gymnast? She’s sixteen 
years old. 

We kind of expect American women to do 
well in volleyball, basketball and gymnastics, 
but they captured gold in water polo, judo, box¬ 
ing, skeet-shooting and soccer as well. 

In a matter of weeks, some of these young 
athletes became household names. Briefly, 
American households were bombarded with 
images of strong healthy-looking women 
accomplishing positive things. 

This was a good year for women in the 
Olympics overall. For the first time ever, there 
was no sport off- limits to women, and yep, we 
won gold in boxing. 

Even Saudi Arabia sent two women to the 
games. Maybe they will be inspired by the suc¬ 
cess of our women and enact some Title IX of 
their own. 

Every Games have those moments that bring 
tears to our eyes and put us in awe of the heart 
of champions, who obviously aren’t all female. 

Oscar Pistorius, on the South African team, 
ran in track events with prosthetic legs. Both 
his legs were amputated between his knees and 
ankles when he was eleven months old. I think 
the whole world was rooting for the man also 
known as the “Blade Runner” or “the fastest 
man on no legs.” 

Then there was the marathon runner from 
Australia who was born with a congenital dia¬ 
phragmatic hernia, a birth defect that my family 
has become all too familiar with in the past year. 

These Olympic Games were truly special, I 
think, and served as proof that champions are 
champions regardless of gender, race or where 
they are from.

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Estill highway crew wins overall at Roadeo

It may not have been the Olympics, and 
the competitors may not have been vying for 
gold medals, but county pride was on the line 
as employees from the state highway garages 
in the Department of Highways District 10 
participated in the seventh annual Equipment 
Roadeo on Wednesday, Aug. 8. 

In the end, the competitors from Estill 
County came away with the bulk of the hard¬ 
ware when scores from the four equipment- 
operating events were tallied. Estill’s team 
won the overall crew championship, and the 
county also produced the overall individual 
winner and one event winner. Estill County’s 
crew broke the four-year winning streak for 
Magoffin County, which finished second this 
year. 

The Roadeo signals the unofficial begin¬ 
ning of snow and ice removal season for the 
Department of Highways. This event, held 
each year in late summer at the districts equip¬ 
ment garage in Beattyville, brings together 
equipment operators from the districts coun¬ 
ty garages for a day of friendly competition 
and fellowship. 

This year’s District 10 Roadeo allowed 
equipment operators from the district’s coun¬ 
ty crews to show their skills in operating 
the equipment they use to maintain state 
highways in the district. The obstacle courses 
simulated actual situations equipment opera¬ 


tors may encounter in the performance of 
their duties. 

In addition to the traditional snowplow and 
backhoe events, two new competitions were 
added this year. Equipment operators had the 
chance to demonstrate their skills in using a 
tractor with bushhog and a grader.

The individual winners and runners-up will 
advance to a statewide competition against 
participants from the other 11 highway dis¬ 
tricts across Kentucky, to be held later this 
month. 

“Operating the equipment necessary to 
maintain our highways year-round, and to 
keep them clear of snow and ice in the win¬ 


ter, takes a lot of skill and knowledge. The 
Roadeo gives our employees a chance to show 
off their abilities,” said Corbett Caudill, acting 
chief district engineer. “This event also gives 
our employees from our county garages, who 
don’t get to have much interaction with other 
crews on a regular basis, to know that they are 


all part of one team and that we appreciate all 
of them for their effort and hard work.”

Columnist shares peachy-keen recipes for late summer

The month of August is serving 
up lots of green beans and tomatoes 
from the garden. No matter how we 
stagger our plantings, they all seem 
to come in at the same time anyway. 
Needless to say, it’s been a busy week 


around here. 

Few things taste as good fresh as a 
nice ripe peach, and they are plenti¬ 
ful this time of year too. 

I’m not sure how the local peach 
crop turned out because I don’t have 
a peach tree, but there are plenty of 
peaches in the stores. They can also 
be picked up at roadside fruit and 
vegetable stands. 

Sometimes we like to throw 
together some fresh salsa just to 
snack on while canning tomatoes. 

Here’s a basic recipe, but this toma¬ 
to salsa is also good with a couple of 
fresh ripe peaches diced and tossed 
in, or you could even substitute a 
cup or two of diced watermelon for 
the peaches. The combination is 


better than it sounds. I find that the 
blend of tangy and sweet and spicy 
all works together really well. 

Fresh tomato salsa 

2 or three ripe tomatoes 
V4 cup chopped onion (Green 
onions are good, as are red onions, 
both for flavor and extra color.) 
l A cup chopped cilantro 
2 cloves of garlic, minced 
1 tsp. minced jalapeno pepper, or 
more, if you like it hot 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 tsp. fresh lime juice (I use lemon 
juice if I don’t have lime.) 

Salt and pepper to taste 
Cut tomatoes in half and remove 
the seeds. Dice tomatoes. Mix all 


ingredients together and allow them 
to set for a few minutes, if you can 
wait that long. Serve with tortilla 
chips and enjoy. 


Lately, I’ve had a favorite peach 
dessert on my mind, one that’s sweet 
but light and easy as pie to make. 

Actually, it is a pie, of sorts. And 
it’s quick and easy. And light. Did I 
mention that? 

Anyway, here goes—something 
cool and creamy and sweet for the 
last hot days of summer. 

Fresh Peach Dessert 

V4 cup milk 


lb. marshmallows 
2 cups graham cracker crumbs 
cup butter (1 stick), melted 
4 or 5 ripe peaches 

large container Cool Whip 
Melt the milk and marshmallows 
together and set to cool. Mix togeth¬ 
er the graham crackers, crushed, 
and the butter. Press into a 9-inch 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 6 to 8 
minutes. Cool. 

Dice 4 or 5 large peaches and add 
to x /2 container Cool Whip. Mix the 
Cool Whip and the peaches with the 
marshmallow mixture. Pour onto 
the crust and refrigerate. This may 
be frozen, although I never do.

Broccoli Casserole

3 pkgs. broccoli 

2 cups Velveeta Cheese, cubed 
1 pkg. Ritz Crackers 

1 can Cream of Mushroom Soup 
1/2 cup butter, melted 

Cook broccoli according to directions. 
While cooking, crush crackers and put in bak¬ 
ing dish; pour 1/2 of the butter over it. When 
broccoli is done, put in cheese and soup. Mix. 
Pour into pan. Put remainder of crackers and 
butter over top. Bake in 350 degree oven for 20 
minutes or until bubbly. 

Honey Bun Cake

1 yellow cake mix 

3 eggs 

1 (8 oz.) sour cream 
1/3 cup oil 
1 cup brown sugar 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
Icing: 

11/2 cups powdered sugar 

1/4 cup milk 

Cake: 

Mix first four cake ingredients. Mix brown 
sugar and cinnamon and spread on middle 
and top of cake and bake. Grease a 9X13-inch 
pan. Pour in 1/2 of batter. Sprinkle with layer 
of cinnamon brown sugar, then cinnamon 
again. Spoon on the rest of batter. Bake at 350 
degrees for 30 to 40 minutes. Poke holes in 
cake and pour icing over cake while hot. 


Hard Candy

2 cups granulated sugar 

2/3 cup light corn syrup 

3/4 cup water 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1/2 tsp. liquid food coloring 

Powdered sugar 

In a large saucepan,, mix together sugar, 
corn syrup and water. Stir over medium heat 
until sugar dissolves. Bring mixture to a boil 
without stirring. When syrup temperature 
reaches 260 degrees. Add color, Do not stir. 
Boiling action will incorporate color into 
syrup. Remove from heat at 300 degrees or 
when drops of syrup form hard brittle threads 
in cold water. After boiling action ceases, add 
flavoring and stir. Pour syrup onto greased 
cookie sheet. Use caution when adding flavor¬ 
ing to avoid rising steam. 

Strawberry Pie

1 quart sliced strawberries 

1 cup sugar 

4 Tbsp. strawberry Jello 

3 Tbsp. cornstarch 

1 cup hot water 

2 cooked pie shells

environment in which 
almost everything is strangely different. 

In lune of 1982, it became necessary for us to move. After 
four pleasant years in an industrialized urban community 
with a population of just over thirty thousand, we moved to 
a small county seat town with a population of just over four 
thousand. It was in the center of a coal-mining region, and 
everything was different.
